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To  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE 

BOROUGH  OF  GOOLE. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Tenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1956.  The  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  82nd  in  the  series. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

325  live  births  were  registered,  which  was  17  more  than 
in  1955.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  16.8  per  1,000  population  and, 
by  the  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth 
Rate1  of  16.3.  It  compares  favourably  with  the  County  figure  of 

16.4  and  the  National  figure  of  15.7.  There  were  4 still-births 
notified  arid  13  of  all  births  were  illegitimate. 

297  deaths  were  registered  as  having  occurred  amongst 
residents  of  the  Borough  and  this  gives  a Crude  Death  Rate  of 

15.4  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  11.1. 
An  analysis  shows  that  66  of  the  Deaths  in  St.  John’s  Hospital 
were  patients  who  would  previously  have  been  regarded  as  non- 
residents. 

The  Local  Death  Rate  calculated  after  deducting  these 
66  deaths  is  11.1.  which  is  identical  with  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate. 
The  similarity  is  very  suggestive  that  the  Registrar  General  has 
taken  into  consideration  these  “ inflationary  ” deaths  when  allocat- 
ing the  much  altered  Comparability  Factor  for  1956,  (0.72  as 
against  1.04  last  year). 

5 deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year  and  all  of 
these  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  This  gives  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  and  a Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  of  15.4.  The  National 
Rates  were  23.8  and  16.9  respectively. 

This  is  by  far  the  lowest  Infant  Mortality  Rate  recorded 
in  Goole  and  almost  halves  the  previous  low  record  (29.1  in  1951). 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  for  the  tenth 
year  in  succession. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

Only  85  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurred  in 
1956  and  whooping  cough  accounted  for  47  of  these.  This  is  the 
lowest  number  of  notifications  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough. 
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The  acceptance  rate — - 66.5%,  for  vaccination  with  B.C.G. 
vaccine  (if  found  to  be  necessary)  of  children  during  their  four- 
teenth year  is  quite  good.  It  indicates  that  two-thirds  of  the 
parents  of  Goole  are  alive  to  the  danger  of  tuberculosis  and  the 
value  of  this  precautionary  measure. 

Early  in  the  year  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was 
offered  for  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and  ten  years,  and 
602  were  registered.  Many  parents  decided  to  wait  and  see  and, 
although  the  safeguards  are  more  than  adequate,  one  can  appreciate 
their  caution. 


It  was  disappointing  that  only  sufficient  vaccine  was  avail- 
able to  vaccinate  67  children  before  the  summer  postponement 
occurred  as  no  further  supplies  were  forthcoming  during  1056. 

Although  registration  is  to  be  extended  to  children  born 
during  1055  and  1056  during  this  year  it  is  most  unlikely  that  the 
supply  situation  Mull  permit  of  the  registration  of  the  children  wTlio 
waited,  before  the  end  of  1057. 

In  conclusion  I Mrish  to  record  my  appreciation  for  con- 
tinued support  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitation  Committee,  the  Staffs  of  the  Health  Department  and 
Divisional  Health  Office,  and  the  Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinic.

CANCER  OF  THE  LUNG 


On  the  27th  June,  1957,  the  Minister  of  Health  informed  the 
House  of  Commons  that,  “ The  Medical  Research  Council  have 
advised  the  Government  that  the  most  reasonable  interpretation  of 
the  very  great  increase  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  males  during 
the  past  25  years  is  that  a major  part  of  it  is  caused  by  smoking 
tobacco,  particularly  heavy  cigarette  smoking.” 

The  great  increase  in  the  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  is  pro- 
gressive and  the  1955  rate  was  more  than  double  that  for  1945. 

In  1956  18,000  died  from  lung  cancer  and  it  accounts  for  about 
1 in  18  of  all  male  deaths  and  1 in  108  of  all  female  deaths. 

A carefully  compiled  epidemiological  survey  carried  out  in  this 
country,  and  contirmed  by  similar  surveys  elsewhere,  has  shown 
with  regard  to  lung  cancer  in  men  : 

(1)  a higher  mortality  in  smokers  than  in  non-smokers; 

(2)  a higher  mortality  in  heavy  smokers  than  in  light  smokers; 

(3)  a higher  mortality  in  cigarette  smokers  than  in  pipe 
smokers; 

(4)  a higher  mortality  in  those  who  continued  to  smoke  than 
in  those  who  gave  it  up. 

The  death  rate  amongst  heavy  cigarette  smokers  was  found  to 
be  nearly  40  times  the  rate  amongst  non-smokers.  The  evidence 
suggests  that,  the  proportion  of  lifelong  heavy  cigarette  smokers 
who  will  die  of  lung  cancer  is  approximately  1 in  8 but  for  non- 
smokers  it  is  only  about  1 in  300.  An  important  point  is  that  those 
who  give  up  smoking,  even  in  their  early  forties,  may  reduce  the 
likelihood  of  developing  the  disease  by  50%. 

In  Goole  Borough  during  the  ten  years  1947-1956,  57  males  and 
8 females  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  The  total  for 
1956  was  11  deaths,  the  highest  yet  recorded  for  any  one  year. 

Knowledge  of  the  cause  of  the  disease  is  incomplete  and 
evidence  by  clinical  experiment  in  man  impossible  but  the  evidence 
from  many  investigations  is  highly  significant  in  incriminating 
cigarette  smoking.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Research  Council 
the  most  reasonable  interpretation  of  the  evidence  is  that  the 
relationship  is  one  of  direct  cause  and  effect. 

That  being  so  it  is  the  duty  of  local  health  authorities  who 
are  responsible  for  health  education  to  take  all  appropriate 
measures  to  ensure  that  the  public  is  fully  informed  of  the  risk 
associated  with  smoking. 

Once  the  risk  is  known  established  cigarette  smokers  will  have 
to  make  a decision.  Some  will  stop  smoking  altogether;  some  will 
stop  smoking  cigarettes;  more  will  modify  their  smoking  habits; 
others  being  unable  or  unwilling  to  alter  this  addiction,  will  take 
shelter  behind  a veil  of  scepticism;  for  some  it  is  already  too  late. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  those  who  continue1  to  smoke  heavily, 
for  whatever  reason,  will  not  be  indifferent  to  or  biassed  against 
the  necessity  to>  educate  the  public,  particularly  children  and 
adolescents,  about  this  known  risk  of  lung  cancer  in  smokers.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
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Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artifically  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
below  the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally 
covered  with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Rural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Rural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
import  and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  t lie  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser  and  dextrine  manufacture,  wholesale 
clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades.  The  Corporation 
own  the  water  undertaking,  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house', library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a pleasure 
ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation  owns  over 
fifteen  hundred  dwellings  and  has  made  the  necessary  provision  for 
the  building  of  another  six  hundred  during  the  next  five  years. 
Every  house  has  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is 
now  entirely  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment 
is  very  good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well  being  of  the 
people.  With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have 
been  properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole 
can  be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  administered  small  town, 
with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite 
the  very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  which  is  said  to  resemble 
the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-first 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Inspectorial  Section  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.  By  an  Act  of  Parliament  the  title  of 
Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  changed  to  Public  Health  Inspector  to 
indicate  more  truly  the  extended  scope  of  our  work  but  the  basic 
objects  remain  the  same — clean  water,  clean  disease-free  food  and 
drink,  clean  air,  clean  dry  warm  well-ventilated  homes,  health-pro- 
moting working  conditions,  healthy  surroundings  for  all  forms  of 
leisure  and  recreation;  safe,  speedy  and  efficient  means  of  refuse 
and  sewage  disposal.  The  field  is  wide,  the  harvest  plenteous,  but 
the  labourers  few. 

I have  been  without  technical  assistance  for  eleven 
months  of  the  year  and  because  of  this  the  numbers  of  inspections 
and  the  results  accomplished  have  suffered  grievously,  since  I have 
been  able  to  do  little  more  than  carry  out  the  day  to  day  tasks  of 
the  department — meat  and  food  inspection,  investigating  the  472 
complaints  which  have  been  made,  following  up  notices  and  super- 
vising works  in  progress,  plus  many  time-consuming  but  necessary 
tasks  connected  with  the  Council  housing  estates.  , From  the  figures 
given  on  page  29  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  of  meat  inspection 
has  greatly  increased  since  pre-war  years.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  excess  of  a normal  pre-war  year  was  454  cattle 
(27%)  and  2,474  pigs  (96%).  But  even  these  figures,  significant  as 
they  are,  do  not  accurately  show  the  extra  time  which  must  be 
devoted  to  meat  inspection  because  before  the  war  Cystieereus 
Bovis  was  not  thought  to  exist  in  England  and  no  systematic 
search  was  made  for  it.  Today  it’s  existence  is  only  too  well 
established  and  calls  for  a much  closer  and  more  detailed  inspection 
of  beast  carcases  and  offals.  To  carry  out  meat  inspection  throughly 
requires  the  services  of  an  experienced  officer  during  the  whole  of 
Monday,  the  better  part  of  Tuesday  and  for  two  periods  of  more 
than  an  hour  each  on  other  week  days. 

I have  made  some  attempt  to  implement  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955  but  without  the  necessary 
technical  assistants  progress  has  been  slow.  Detailed  inspections 
have  been  made  of  the  premises  set  out  below  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  given.  Letters  or  notices  were  sent  to  the  persons 
responsible  informing  them  what  was  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  regulations,  and  with  few  exceptions  their  response  so  far  has 
been  very  satisfactory: —

Sixteen 
are  still  awaiting  final  proposals  from  the  owners.  The  remaining 
forty-seven  were  approved  and  grants  ranging  from  £52  to  £148 
and  totalling  £5,092  were  made.  The  total  sum  which  the  owners 
proposed  to  expend  came  to  £12,800.  10s.  lid. 

During  the  year  eighty-seven  council  houses  were  completed 
and  twenty-five  became  vacant,  so  that  the  total  of  one  hundred 
and  twelve  houses  were  available  for  letting  and  were  allocated

Thirty  tenants  were  transferred  to  houses  better  suited  to  their 
needs.  Eleven  mutual  exchanges  between  the  tenants  of  council 
houses  were  approved  as  were  also  twelve  mutual  exchanges 
between  the  tenants  of  council  houses  and  the  tenants  of  private 
houses.  These  transfers  and  exchanges  serve  a useful  purpose  in 
that  they  make  it  possible  to  fit  families  into  the  type  of  accom- 
modation they  need  at  the  rents  they  can  afford.  The  total  number 
of  lettings  was  176. 
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The  Council  has  bought  another  house  in  Gladstone  Terrace. 
No.  17,  and  this  is  to  be  modernised  and  thoroughly  repaired  to 
rehouse  a very  large  family  living  in  the  Wesley  Square  Clearance 
Area. 

During  the  year  143  persons  have  been  registered  as  applicants 
for  council  houses  and  of  these  62  are  known  to  be  either  sub- 
tenants or  lodgers. 

No  applications  have  been  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

Deferring  to  the  paragraph  on  page  22  of  the  Annual  Deport 
for  1955  regarding  the  property  in  Fourth  Avenue  and  St.  Andrew’s 
Terrace  the  Council’s  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  this  property 
have  proved  abortive  and  no  further  action  has  been  taken.
